relations. The Egyptian 
leaders, however, were 
non-Cemmittal and left the 
British side to presume 
whatever it wished. When 
the agreement was finally 
signed and all questions of 
compensation for the Suez 
operations and sequestered 


British property were set- | 


tled, the Egyptians  sud- 
deniv declared that the 
whole matter of resuming 
relations required further 
consideration and discus- 
sion. : 

Cairo’s argument was al- 
together too threadbare to 
carry conviction. In their 
statement on the subject, 
the Egyptians claimed, for 
instance, that before tak- 
ing such a step they would 
have to consult those Arab 


countries which had broken 


off relations with Britain 
in protest against the at- 
tack on Suez. It so happens 
that the only Arab’ coun- 
try. to have broken with 
London was Saudi Arabia. 
whose action probably had 
more to do with her dis- 

ute with the British over 

uraimi than with solida- 
rity with Cairo.

“I found the best 
friend of my life, a French 
Jewish girl the Nazis put in- 
to a camp, but who managed 
to survive.” 

While in Paris, she got her 
degree but like other stu- 
dents she also  hitchhiked 
through Europe, “sitting on 
cabbages and things like 
that.” Sitting on plebeian cab- 
bages probably never came 
into the ken of her school- 
fellows when she was a pupil 
in the Peeresses’ School in 
Tokyo where she was born. 
A school for daughters of the 
nobility and wealthy com- 
moners, the curriculum was 
heavy on the refined accom- 
plishments of well-brought-up 
young ladies: good manners, 
the tea ceremony, Lower ar- 
rangement, playing the koto 
and classical Japanese litera- 
ture.. After graduating, she 
entered the da Institute 
for English Studies, “a pro- 
gressive school with high 
standards in foreign lan- 
guages that has produced 
many Communists.” 

Little Leisure 

She still arranges flowers 
for her own pleasure, but her 
hobbies are skiing, inting 
in both Japanese and West- 
ern style and “sitting idly on 
the beach thinking.” There 
has been little idling during 
the past few months. has 
been in Europe interviewing 
famous women for a series 
of articles commissioned by 
a well-known Japanese wo- 
men's monthly review. While 
she was in Europe, the Israel 
Foreign Ministry invited her 


to visit this country. Here. in 


addition to touring kibbutzim, 
lying down to Eilat, where 
she saw cultivation in the 
midst of a desert (“The only 
kind of conquest worthy of 
human beings”), she has 
called on Golda Meir, the Fo- 
Minister, whom she 
“a “person one rarely 
knows exactly 
she stands for, and she
